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REMARKS 

In the application claims 1-34 and 61-89 are pending with claims 4-6, 9-12, 16- 
18, 21-24, 29, 31-34, 61-64, 70-73, and 79-84 rejected and claims 7, 8, 19, 20, 30, 65- 
69, 74-78, and 85-89 objected to. Claims 1-3, 13-15, and 25-28 were previously 
withdrawn from consideration and claims 35-60 and claims 90-120 were previously 
canceled (without prejudice or disclaimer as to the subject matter thereof). 

Applicants herewith amend claims 5-9, 11, 17-21, 23, 30, 31, 33, 64-66, 73-75, 
79, 80, and 84-86 and cancel claims 4, 16, 29, 61-63, 70-72, and 81-83 without 
prejudice or disclaimer as to the subject matter thereof. 

Applicants respectfully request entry and favorable consideration of the 
amendments and remarks presented herewith. 

Essentially Applicants herewith amend the claims to place them in condition for 
allowance and cancels several claims without prejudice or disclaimer. That is, the 
objected to claims have been amended to render them allowable and the remaining 
dependent claims have been amended to depend, directly or indirectly, from an allowed 
or allowable claim. 

Applicant respectfully request entry and favorable consideration of the 
amendments and remarks tendered herewith. 

Objections 

The Abstract was objected to and correction required. Herewith Applicants 
replace the original Abstract with an amended Abstract in response to the requirement. 

The second paragraph of the application was objected to as including inadvertent 
errors and omitting serial numbers of related applications. Herewith Applicant replace 
said paragraph in response to the objections. 

Claims 7, 19, 65, 74, and 85 are objected to as including allegedly awkward and 
confusion language. The Examiner suggested language which would eliminate the 
objected-to language and Applicants incorporate the suggested language in response to 
the requirement thus overcoming the objection. 
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Rejections 

Applicants respectfully assert that since the claims have been amended to place 
all presently pending claims in condition for allowance, and also to respond to the 
objections to the specification, no substantive response is required for the rejections 
formulated by the Examiner. 



Conclusion 

Applicant respectfully submits that all presently pending claims are in condition 
for allowance. Applicant further respectfully requests that a Notice of Allowance be 
issued in due course so that the claimed invention may pass to timely issuance as U.S. 
Letters Patent.
